W e sincerely hope that a certain television show last Sunday 
afternoon was kinescoped and will be laid a w a y in some safe 
spot for the edification of future generations. 
W e know of no other manner in which those now unborn 
will be able to look back and measure the depths of befuddle­ 
ment to which this present race of Americans has floundered. 
National politics has many remarkable documents. E lo­ 
quence and lofty idealism hp* reached great heights. The Fare­ 
well Address of General Washington is a piece of writing which, 
reflecting as it does the long and careful consideration of two 
extremely able men, Washington and Alexander Hamilton, has 
both a charm and an inspiration rarely found. W ebster’s Reply 
to Hayne is often considered to be one of the most magnificent 
examples of oratorical ability in all history. The Lincoln-Douglas 
debates display brilliantly the relentless power of cold logic in 
eating like acid into fallacies and evasions. 
For the record of Sunday’s panel discussion to lie along­ 
side these deathless political writings might at first glance seem 
incongruous— but should not the depths be recorded, as well as 
the heights? 
. Principal guest on that occasion was the brash young Sena­ 
tor from Massachusetts, Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., who is grand­ 
son and namesake of the brilliant orator, student, historian and 
political leader of a previous generation. 
Senator Lodge is becoming well known to America for 
gifts somewhat different than those of his grandfather. He is 
champion seeker of political bandwagons, and principal expon­ 
ent of the thesis that the one thing which is important in politics 
is to win. He was major dom o in charge of the front office of the 
Dewey headquarters at Albany, back in the “we can’t lose" days 
of 1948. Since then he has written a few pieces for the slick 
magazines to the effect that all this business of worrying about 
issues is a lot of nonsense, and that the thing to do in campaigns 
is to do whatever has to be done to wind up on the winning side. 
At present he is the accepted head of the Draft Eisenhower 
movem ent which is seeking the Republican nomination for the 
General— having elbowed Pennsylvania’s Senator Duff aside 
in the race for that post. 
Senator Lodge’s political philosophy is that a candidate 
(to paraphrase Gilbert and Sullivan) ought to say nothing in 
particular and say it very well. 
Lest som eone believe we are exaggerating in making that 
statement, bear two points in mind. Consider first that his own 
explanation of his reason for backing Eisenhower for president 
is that he considers Eisenhower to be the only man who can 
lead the nation through the tangle of foreign difficulties and 
build a durable peace, which will thereupon permit us to reduce 
armament costs and get back to a stable economy.

With that Background in mind, let * turn to the TV show 
I odge, pint blotting for Senator Byrd who withd rew because of a 
death in his family, had a stormy time trying to make his position 
r lear to the newspapermen, and to justify it to them after they 
understood it. 
i irst as to his own status. While he is the number one spokes 
roan for r.isenhower, he explained that he has no warrant from the 
General to act in that capacity, that what he may say floes not 
commit the General, that it wasn't the General who appointed 
him, and it is not the General he is answerable to. 
Asked when General Eisenhower would return to explain 
his position on various key issues, the Senator said, first, that 
he wasn t sure the General would come back at all before the 
convention, and second, that so far as he— Senator I ,odge—— 
was concerned he felt that the General s position was sufficiently 
well’known on all important matters. 
« 
I he rest of the program then broke down to an attempt 
to find some one issue where Lodge himself, the campaign man­ 
ager, was certain where the General stood. 
Senator Lodge conceded that he doesn t know the Eisen­ 
hower position on the sensitive subject of compulsory FEPC. 
In the matter of the current request for an appropriation for for­ 
eign aid, [eisenhower himself apparently wants all the amount 
asked, while the Republican Senators, including Lodge, think 
the program should be closely scrutinized and probably reduced. 
As to the General s position on what should be done in 
Korea. Lodge admitted his entire ignorance. With reference to 
past history there. Lodge said he had a sort of impression that 
Eisenhower wanted more done in pushing this conflict towards 
victory than the Truman Administration wa* willing to do, but 
not so much as General MacArthur recommended. 
Even on the points where Lodge was rather glib, and where. 
as a matter of fact, he appeared to have memorized his lines, he 
was quick to explain that he had neither authority to speak for 
Eisenhower nor definite knowledge of what was in the General’s 
mind; and that whatever he had to say therefore was Ut Ie more 
than a guess. 
He kept saying, for example, that the "growth of General 
Eisenhower s stature in politics" (or words to that effect) was 
reaching the stage where it would interfere with th** General’s 
effectiveness in NATO, and that it might be the General's "own 
particular effectiveness" (again, or words to that effect) already 
had been completed so far as European organization was con­ 
cerned— the point being that presently, in his opinion. Eisen­ 
hower will be able to come back home to campaign without 
being accused of deserting his important assignment abroad. 
Now. stop and reflect what all this means. 
Here is the acknowledged head of a movement to name the 


next President of the United States, at a time of utmost urgency 
— aud he himself concedes that he had no authority from the 
man concerned to act in that capacity. He concedes moreover 
that he knows, in detail, virtually nothing of the candidate’s 
views on matters which he himself asserts to be the most urgent I 
of all present issues, He is on record as believing that the most 
important issues of all should never be mentioned! 
When you reflect on the matter, is it not absolutely appal­ 
ling to consider that any such issue of imagination and make 
believe and faise fronts might be taken seriously ; 
I hive the Americans fallen to such a stage of confusion and 
helplessness and mental fog that they are willing to contemplate 
with equinimity the idea of a president being chosen under such 
terms ? 
Are General Eisenhower himself, and his sincere followers 
— of whom doubtless there are more than a few— themselves j 
fully aware of the stultifying end picture which a presidential 
race under such conditions must inevitably leave for posterity? »
